School Board votes 6-1 to keep Haggerty School up for another year

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education voted, 6-1, to keep Haggerty 
School up and running for another school 
year, but the Early Childhood Development 
Center (ECDC) is to be razed. 

At Monday’s regular meeting, School 
Supt. Pete Kudlak asked the board for 
direction on Haggerty School. James 
Williams, director of building and grounds, 
presented an evaluation done by a RESA 
(Wayne County Regional Educational 
Service Agency) representative, Neil 
Greene. The building is in good shape, but 
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needs a boiler and LED lighting, the report 
said. 

Greene gave several options for the 
building. 

“We spent a lot of taxpayer money on 
Haggerty when we passed a bond,” said 
Trustee Sherry Frazier, referring to 17 
years ago. 

The building now houses Great Start 
School Readiness program, adult transition 
classes, Head Start, and a latchkey 
program. Kudlak has already warned the 
latchkey program that the school may not 
be available for next school year. 

“It is not dilapidated,” Trustee Frazier 
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said. “I visited there on Friday. It’s my 
voting precinct. It has a rather pleasant 
atmosphere. There’s no evidence of the 
roof falling in ... There are two leaks.” 

Supt. Kudlak asked Frazier to hold 
her comments until the end of the 
presentation. 

Williams presented options for the 
building that included minimum repairs, 
implementing a five-year-plan to bring it 
up to standards, or closing the building to 
either mothball it or demolish it. 

He reeled off a list of costs, with the 
boiler issue $10,000 to $30,000. 

“We could put a Band Aid on, but we 
wouldn’t want a high-quality boiler in there 
if it is going to be closed,” Kudlak said. 

Williams said they have paid $3,500 in 
boiler repair so far, and the work’s not done. 
He said mothballing the building would 
cost $117,939 a year and for five years 


that would be $589,695. Refurbishing the 
building completely would cost about $2.44 
million over five years. And, demolishing 
the building is estimated at $245,560. 

Kudlak said the staff at Haggerty now 
doesn’t feel a part of the district and, “We 
need to do a better job there.” 

He said at the moment the district could 
close an elementary school and move the 
kids to another school. He said if they do 
decide to close the school, they have to 
remember the 200 students predicted by 
Plante Moran to arrive in the near future. 

Kudlak said they could put $2.5 million 
aside to build a new building in the future. 

Williams said Head Start, which is at 
Haggerty, was paying $40,000 a year rent 
in the past and now it’s down to $25,000 
because of fewer students. 

Frazier said she thinks the board should

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Van Buren Twp. approves new coal tar ordinance with teeth

When Van Buren Township was the first 
municipality in the state to enact a coal tar 
ban in December 2015, the ordinance was 
educational in nature and had no penalties. 

Since then, other municipalities have also 
enacted bans, but they had penalties. 

The VBT Environmental Commission 
wanted to add teeth to its ban and at the 
March 21 meeting of the township board 
of trustees, the new ordinance was enacted 
unanimously. 

Matthew Best, deputy director of the 
department of planning and economic 
development, said the new ordinance 
includes a lower polycyclic aromatic 
hydrocarbons (PAH) limit and enforcement, 
which includes misdemeanor injunctions, 
and the requirement for sealant applicators 
to register with the township. 

Best said high PAH limits are 
carcinogenic. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier asked if driveway 
sealants with reduced PAH were the same 
price as sealants with coal tar and higher 
PAH. 

Best said it was about the same and 
depends how the products are mixed. He 
said individuals can only buy low PAH 
sealants in 50-gallon buckets. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said often someone 
will knock on the door and ask to seal your 
driveway. She said now she can ask for 


their registration with the township. 

“Dr. David Wilson was the prime 
candidate pushing this,” said Trustee Paul 
White. “It’s kind of sad he’s not here today 
to see this ...” 

“I believe Dr. Wilson is here with us 
today,” Best said. 

“We were the first in the state and since 
then seven communities passed coal tar 
bans and now are looking at what we’re 
doing,” Best said. 

Trustee Miller said she remembers when 
a lobbyist came from coal tar applicators. 

Best said the woman from the Pavement 
Sealing Coalition, based in Washington, 
D.C., contacted the township about the 
ban. 

“We gave her an hour to speak,” he said, 
noting, “We have yet to hear back from her 
since.” 

In other business at the March 21 meeting, 
the board: 

e Watched Van Buren Civic Fund 
representative Mark Laginess present a 
grant of $6,300 to the Clerk’s Department 
to replace 10 laptop computers to support 
the elections. Wright said the township 
went over to electronic polls and now the 
laptops are five years old and have reached 
their life expectancy. “They are not starting 
up like they should,” he said. He said the 
10 laptops are being passed on to the senior 
department. Laginess explained the Civic 
Fund was started in 2005 with a $1 million 


grant from Visteon and since then the fund 
has given away half a million dollars. 
He said Clerk Wright wrote a few grant 
requests to the fund; 

e Heard Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
read a letter to Chief of Police Jason Wright 
from a resident praising the actions of 
Officers Harrison and Sweet, who got her 
generator up and running when her power 
was out because of the storm; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara also read 
a letter he sent to the schools thanking 
officials for their work on the warming 
center set up at the high school. He said 
VBT called the City of Belleville and 
Sumpter Township to work together to 
take advantage of the center. He said more 
than 100 individuals took advantage of the 
services there and some even stayed the 
night. “I didn’t really know what being 
a supervisor was until then,’ McNamara 
said of the storm. He said there were 460 
calls that came into dispatch, low water 
pressure that almost made a boil water 
advisory necessary and when the water 
came back on it blew the sanitary system. 
He said the supervisor’s office was used as 
a data collection center and seniors were 
transported to the warming center. Pieces 
of literature were passed out and the IT 
department put information on cable. “I 
couldn’t be prouder of this group,” he 
said; 

e Heard McNamara announce that the free 


pickup of yard waste resumes the week of 
April 3 and that residents will be able to 
dispose of up to seven tires per household 
at a free disposal center at the township 
hall from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. on June 3; 

e Heard the Independent ask about what 
is being done about getting a new fire 
chief. McNamara said they got a “bunch” 
of applicants and five were interviewed. He 
said within the next two weeks their choice 
will be announced. He said those doing the 
interviewing were the supervisor, clerk, 
treasurer, Public Safety Director Greg 
Laurain, and Police Chief Jason Wright. 
McNamara said he cannot stand to call 
Wright his official title: Deputy Director 
Public Safety — Police. He is changing that 
to Police Chief. The new Deputy Director 
Public Safety — Fire, will be called Fire 
Chief, he said; 

e Heard Trustee Sherry Frazier note the 
50" anniversary of the Vietnam War is 
coming and her late husband’s two brothers 
served honorably in that conflict. She said 
the Vietnam vets did not have the welcome 
home they should have had and she would 
like the township to honor Vietnam vets. 
She also praised the Rotary Club for its 
installations of portable libraries. “There 
are good things happening,” she said; and 

e Heard Trustee White ask to meet with 
two of the three full-time elected officials 
after the meeting to discuss an issue. 


VBT Supervisor threatens to close down meeting over arguing

There was only one item on the March 
20 agenda for the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustee’s work/study session: 
“Discussion on Township Employee Travel 
and Training.” 

But that discussion turned into an 
argument with board members talking over 
each other and shouting. 

“I have the power to table this,” said a 
frustrated Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
40 minutes into the meeting and Treasurer 
Sharry Budd made the motion to table, 
with Trustee Reggie Miller seconding. 
The vote was 6-1, with Trustee Paul White 
voting no. 

Then, Miller said she didn’t mean “table,” 
but “postpone” and so the motion was 
amended to be “postpone” and it passed 
6-1, with Trustee White voting no. 

Trustee Miller had said earlier she would 
like the topic tabled for three months down 
the line. 

But, before the vote to postpone, Clerk 
Leon Wright said, “We should talk about 

t” and Supervisor McNamara told him 
no, not then. After the vote, McNamara 


took comments from the board and Clerk 
Wright talked. 

“I thank Trustee Miller for postponing,” 
he began. “You talk about a person at one 
meeting and then have a change in policy 
at the next meeting. 

“What planet are you coming from? 
Mars?” Wright said. “You’re attacking a 
fellow board member.” 

“Then don’t ask us to pay for your 
passport,” replied Trustee Sherry Frazier. 

“Finger pointing and attacks are going on 
here ... Shame on us,” said Trustee Miller. 

“This is not the way to consider a policy,” 
Wright said. “You don’t have the right to 
mandate another elected official.” 

“You’re chastising me,” said Trustee 
White, who had written the proposed travel 
policy that was to be discussed at that 
meeting and then was postponed. 

Then everyone started talking at once and 
Supervisor McNamara quieted them down 
forcefully. 

Trustee Kevin Martin changed the 
subject to ask about line items paid on that 
week’s voucher list and his questions were 
answered. Supervisor McNamara said he 
learned to read the voucher list before the 


work/study session after what had happened 
two weeks earlier when Wright’s requested 
reimbursement for a $110 international 
passport was questioned. 

Then Wright’s trip to Montreal was 
questioned. Wright was at a conference and 
not present at the March 6 and 7 meetings. 

At the end of the March 20 meeting, 
Trustee White questioned Deputy Clerk 
Joanne Montgomery’s reimbursement for 

a conference, pointing out she and Wright 
each drove to the same conference and, “It 
cost $800 for two individuals to go to the 
same conference.” 

Wright saidhe would explain: Montgomery 
was going on to another conference after 
the first one, so they drove separately. 

Wright said he wanted to point out that the 
International Institute of Municipal Clerks 
that was meeting in Montreal was not an 
international group, but had corporate 
offices in California. He said it does cover 
clerks in Canada and the United Kingdom. 
Wright said he has to have X amount of 
educational points to achieve the Master 
Clerk’s designation he is seeking. 

When asked if that could be done on line, 
he said it could but you only get half the 


credits that way. 

The meeting started with Trustee White 
outlining the new Employee Travel and 
Training policy he wrote after researching 
the policies other governmental units had. 
He set up a template where everything goes 
through the township supervisor. 

Trustee Miller suggested the board 
go back and tell the public “how we got 
here.” 

She said at the last board meeting the 
board decided to consider changes to the 
policy on travel and training. She said it 
had to do with having a culture of trust for 
the community. She said board members 
should be open-minded and be good 
listeners. 

“I don’t want to create stress for any 
board members,” Trustee Miller said. 

“March 6 opened a dialogue,” said 
Clerk Wright, referring to the work/study 
session he missed. “Nobody contacted me 

.. They want a working relationship with 
me, but talk about me, without me. I got 
a telephone call from the supervisor and I 
told him what to do...” 

The board removed Wright’s request

Speedway needs 
land from DDA 
to satisfy county 


At Tuesday’s regular meeting of 
the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority, Speedway LLC 
had four representatives present to request 
a 27° sliver of land along Belleville Road to 
satisfy Wayne County’s requirement for the 
driveway design. 

Speedway wishes to construct a 
4,600-square-foot service station on 2.08 
acres at the northeast corner of Belleville 
and Tyler roads. In order to do so, Wayne 
County wants a special roadway design that 
requires using land that the DDA purchased 
in 2013 for sidewalks. 

After a long discussion, the DDA voted 
unanimously to agree to sell what was 
needed, about 200 feet of the strip, to 
Speedway LLC at $122 per linear foot (what 
it paid for the property) for its frontage 
on Belleville Road, subject to a mutual 
agreement being worked out. 

The representatives from Speedway said 
they need to take that proposal to their 
directors to move forward. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
that intersection is slightly misaligned 
and maybe the county will be able to 
straighten it out with this project. He said 
now northbound traffic on Belleville Road 
making a left turn at Tyler comes in as #2 in 
accidents in the township. 

He told the developers that they are at the 
gateway to the new developments along 
Belleville Road north of Tyler. Presently 
only two vacant lots are left between the 
freeway and Tyler, he said. 
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The big new generator, paid for by federal 
funds, is now operational at the Sumpter 
Township Community Center. That was 
the announcement by Karen Armatis at 
Tuesday’s regular meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees. The generator 
was delivered last June and was not in 
service for the March 8 windstorm that 
knocked out power to thousands of people 
in this area. 

Armatis, deputy to both the treasurer 
and supervisor in Sumpter, said it cost the 
township $4,600 to increase the size of the 
gas line and the meters to get the generator 
working.

On Saturday morning I got word that 
Menard started tree removal at its site just 
north of Walmart.

At Tuesday’s regular meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees, 
Trustee Don Swinson invited everyone 
to come to the Atchinson Ford dealership 
where he works, have a cup of coffee, and 
watch them tear some trees down next 
door. 

You remember the Einstein Room at the 
new Belleville High School? The classroom 
with the $46,230 wind tunnel? 

I’m told it’s not being used and is dusty 
now. The newly formed Robotics team 
wants to rename the room the Robotics 
Room. They are being allowed to use it for 
their projects. 

The school board in August 2013 
approved taking the money from high 
school construction bond funds to pay 
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AEROLAB for an Education Wind Tunnel 
for the new physics lab at BHS. 

My report of that meeting says: 

The wind tunnel has velocity up to 145 
mph, is six feet tall and weighs 600-700 
pounds. BHS Principal Abdul Madyun 
made the presentation to the board on the 
equipment, saying he has yet to find a 
high school anywhere that has what BHS 
will have. “We could become a beacon 
to others ... to come to school here,” he 
said, adding the new Einstein Room is to 
spark educational fire in students. Madyun 
was asked about the life of the tunnel and 
he didn’t know, but said, “It’s not going 
to go out anytime soon.” He noted all the 
teachers are excited. He said the University 
of Michigan has a wind tunnel, but the 
Ford Center where Van Buren sends its 
vocational students doesn’t have one. 

After Monday’s school board meeting, I 
asked Jeff Moore, director of curriculum, 
about the wind tunnel and he said it isn’t 
working. Something’s wrong with it. 

On the dispatch log for Van Buren 
Township police a robbery was reported 
at Victory Lane at just after midnight on 
Monday, March 20. 

I asked about the report and Lt. Charles 
Bazzy said that it involved two private 
parties that know each other who were in 
the Victory Lane parking lot long after the 
business closed up for the evening. 
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Lt. Bazzy said it looks like a drug deal 
gone awry, but the people involved are not 
forthcoming. 

A Belleville resident said she has an 
AT&T land line and she would like to alert 
people that if you call 
AT&T and give them 
your account number 
they will give you a 
$20 credit off your next 
month’s bill if you lost 
your phone service 
during the recent power 
outage. She said at her 
house, she had no power, no lights, no land 
line, and no generator. But, she did have a 
cell phone and a place to go to charge it up 
when needed.

form a committee to study how to enhance 
and make preschool a priority. “We have to 
have some kind of vision.” 

Frazier said the RESA person said 
Haggerty was in “nice shape,” but needs a 
boiler and lighting. 

“There’s all kinds of issues here. 

Williams said it was built in 1957. 

Frazier made a motion to continue 
the operation of Haggerty School with 
minimum repairs for one more year and to 
form a committee. 

She said they should postpone a decision 
until the board can study the issue and find 
options. 

“I think there’s a rush to judgment,” 
Frazier said. 

Secretary Kevin English said the district 
is losing money hosting the daycare. 

Board president Keith Johnston said he 
wouldn’t be opposed to closing the school 
for a couple of years.

School, on progress with the Focus School 
designation. McBride was named a Focus 
School by the state in 2015 because the gap 
between the highest learners and the lowest 
learners was too great.

e Approved the second reading and 
adoption of updates to the board policies;

One call does it all: 734-699-9020 - The Independent 
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Sumpter Board decides not to give extra pay to two board members

The Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees decided it wasn’t a good idea 
to pay two board members $500 more a 
month because they were working harder. 

At the Feb. 14 meeting of the board, the 
agenda item was removed that approved 
paying Trustee Don LaPorte and Clerk 
Clarence Hoffman $500 more a month for 
their liaison positions. LaPorte is board 
liaison of the police and fire departments 
and Hoffman is liaison of the building 
department. 

When resident Mary Ban asked where this 
idea came up to pay them extra, Supervisor 
John Morgan said there is a lot of work 
to being liaison to these departments and 
there is a precedent. He recalled the board 
approved paying the late Trustee Bill 
Hamm $500 a month more to serve as 
liaison to the building department. 

“But, we decided not to do that,” 
Supervisor Morgan said. 

Another related agenda item was also 
removed for consideration: Consider 
approval for an administrative leave from 
the fire department for Don LaPorte.” 

Trustee LaPorte explained. 

He said he thought to serve as liaison 
to the fire department he would have to 
separate himself from the fire department. 

“I have a passion for going on fire calls,” 
said LaPorte, who said he has been doing 
this for roughly 11 years. He said he has 
spent hundreds of hours in training. 

“I respectfully ask to remain on the fire 
department,” he said. 

When the Independent asked if it was 
legal for him to vote on fire department 
matters when he was on the fire department, 
township attorney Rob Young said 
being liaison is just a matter of bringing 
information to the board and he could vote 
on fire department matters. 

LaPorte said he would abstain from union 
contract votes. 

In other business at the Feb. 14 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved allowing the Sumpter Seniors 
to use the community center without 
charge for a Black History celebration on 
Feb. 24;

e Approved the reappointment of Richard 
Pokerwinski to the planning commission 
with a term to expire July 23, 2019; 

e Approved removing Esther Hurst from 
the Zoning Board of Appeals since she was 
appointed township trustee. Also approved 
appointing Ken Bednark to her BZA term 
to expire Dec. 17, 2017; 

e Approved an employment contract for 
Maria Beaudrie, who had retired but has 
been coming back to help out. She can’t be 
paid without a contract; 

e Approved the appointment of 
Michelle Bellingham as Human Resources 
Coordinator effective Feb. 27, with 
Bellingham leaving the union. The board 
directed Young to write up a contract for 
the position. Bellingham took five or 
more seminars on her own and took the 
Humane Resources class to prepare for this 
position; 

e Approved CAL Plumbing to install 
water fill stations at ground-working 
level to fill the trucks at Station #1 at a 
cost of $1,100. LaPorte said it allows the 
department to fill trucks with water in the 
garage. They have a fill in the ceiling, 15’ 
up, and a fire fighter has to climb on the 
truck and pull a rope. This ground-level fill 
will be safer, he said; 

e Approved Standard Operating Guideline 
#8243-100 for incident reports for the fire 
department, to make sure everything is 
there; 

e Approved payment of $3,200.80 which 
is 10% of the cost for more than 1,000 
feet of 4” fire hose awarded through a 
FEMA grant. It’s enough to completely 
redo an engine, LaPorte said. He said the 
township also has been awarded 25 fire 
fighter turnout gear and will pay 10% for 
that. That includes books, bunker gear, and 
helmets and is expected to last 10 years; 

e Approved pay $3,319 for software from 
Emergency Reporting Co. for logging 
in fire reporting incidents to the State 
of Michigan. Recurring yearly costs are 
$2,220. The township’s current system is 
10 years old; 

e Approved paying $2,734.85 for six G1 
Unication VHF voice pagers with stored 
voice for the fire department use, with a 
two-year warranty. They replace pagers

that are 20 years old; 

e After a second public hearing on the 
federal Community Development Block 
Grant Funds for 2017-18, the board adopted 
the use of the $73,403 in allocations, which 
included $11,010.45 in grass cutting and 
snow removal for seniors; 

e After a second public hearing, approved 
the proposed 2017 Recreation Master Plan 
which is to be updated every five years. It 
actually lapsed a couple of years ago. The 
township can get federal and state recreation 
funding when the plan is in place; 

e Learned Colleen Armatis passed all of 
her state fire training after five months and 
276 contact hours. She now has Firefighter 
1 and 2 status and is also trained in Hazmat. 
Her medical class starts at the end of the 
month; 

e Heard Glenn Silvenis introduce the 
township’s new State Rep. Joe Bellino, 
R-Monroe, who has been Silvenis’ good 
friend for many years. Rep. Bellino said 
they worked together 41 years ago selling 
wine. Bellino stayed after the meeting to 
speak with constituents; 

e Heard Supervisor Morgan thank LeRoy 
Paige for the new flag that will fly over the 
fire hall; 

e Heard Police Chief Eric Luke report he 
has found Brownstown Township will be 
able to help Sumpter with its dogs and he 
will bring information to the next meeting. 
He said the two-year agreement will be 
cheaper than the previous contract with the 
Humane Society; 

e Heard Fire Fighter Bill Simmons read 
his letter of retirement as a fire fighter. He 
said on July 24, 2007 he said he would give 
10 years of service and he will retire Aug. 
24, 2017; 

e Heard Senior Director Mary Ann 
Watson report the Wayne County Nutrition 
program sends out frozen meals for when 
the Sumpter Senior Center building is 
closed and they have volunteers and drivers 
who go above and beyond to get meals to 
seniors. She said Wayne County has had 
no complaints about Sumpter Township 
meals, despite the letter to the editor in 
the Independent saying seniors didn’t get 
meals over the holidays;

the township owned 58 parcels, in response 
to a question by Bardell at a previous 
meeting. Trustee Oddy said Deputy 
Treasurer/Supervisor Karen  Armatis 
prepared a book 10 months ago showing 
the parcels owned by the township so they 
could work towards selling some of them. 
Bardell said he paid $36 to get the book 
through the Freedom of Information Act.

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YAM seeks original ‘Rosies’ to interview for Library of Congress 


The Yankee Air Museum is launching 
an ambitious project to interview as many 
original ‘Rosies’ as possible. The interviews 
will be preserved for all time in the United 
States Library of Congress. 

All women who worked in wartime 
industries during WWII are eligible, 
including those in factory work, secretarial 
work, farming, childcare, military service, 
USO, Red Cross, and other occupations 
necessary to win the war. 

Interviewees are encouraged to apply by 
emailing oral.history@yankeeairmuseum. 
org or calling the museum at (734) 483- 
4030. 

“This initiative is a part of our campaign 
to renovate the Willow Run Bomber Plant,” 
said Julie Osborne, Curatorial Director of 
Yankee Air Museum. “Without the stories 
of the women working on the home front, 
the building is just a structure. Their 
experiences breathe life into the factory and 
make it the beating heart of a worldwide 
legacy. They are the reason we are working 
so hard to save the Bomber Plant.” 

Yankee Air Museum offers several benefits 
to interviewees. In addition to having their 
story preserved forever in the Library of 
Congress, they will receive a free DVD 
copy of their interview. The museum will 
also cover the cost of their admission in the 
American Rosie the Riveter Association, 
if they choose to enroll. Finally, the name 
of each interviewee will be inscribed on 
the Yankee Air Museum’s Original Rosie 
Honor Roll. 

“We have 21 trained oral historians who 
are excited and ready to start conducting 
interviews,’ said Barb Matthews, the 
leader of the interview committee. “It 
is such a privilege to ensure that the 
legacies of these women survive for future 
generations, while helping save the Willow 
Run Bomber Plant as a new home for the 
stories.” 

The interviews are conducted in three 
stages. The first stage is filling out a 
simple, two-page biography form so the 
oral historian conducting the interview 
can do research and come prepared with 
good questions. The second stage is a 
pre-interview meeting between the oral 
historian and the original Rosie (family 


members welcome) to establish a rapport. 
The final stage is the actual interview 
(family members again welcome). The 
museum needs first-person interviews and 
at this time is not able to record second- 
hand accounts from descendants. 

“We hope as many people as possible 
will reach out to us with Original Rosies 
to interview,” said Osborne. “Almost 
everyone in Metro Detroit knows or is 
related to an Original Rosie. These women 
and their memories are the threads woven 
in the fabric of our community.”

for reimbursement for his passport, at his 
request. 

“The supervisor said four people had 
an issue with the reimbursement,’ Wright 
continued. “I thought it was over. I watched 
the cable recording of the meeting ... It 
was a direct attack on me ... in public, at 
a board meeting ... Insinuating I was into 
something unlawful ... I’ve never done 
anything unlawful. 

“This defamed my character ... I have a 
serious issue right now ... Look at yourself 
at the meeting and what you say before we 
discuss this further. 

“We have to stop these “I got you’ moments 
.. I look at it as a defamation of character 

. and I have to plea to my constituents 

“I never attacked you,” Trustee Miller 
said. “I’m sorry” [if you felt attacked]. 

“Look at the tape,” Wright replied. 

“T came in to see you on several occasions,” 
said Trustee Frazier. 

“You’ve never been in my office,” Wright 
said. 

“I was in your office Friday, but you 
weren't there,” Frazier said. 

McNamara again made board members 
stop talking over each other. 

“Our travel policy says no out-of-state 
travel and international travel is not in the 
policy,” Frazier said. 

McNamara said out-of-state travel must 
be approved by the three full-time elected 
officials and this trip to Montreal was 


signed off on by Supervisor Linda Combs, 
Treasurer Sharry Budd, and Clerk Wright. 

Board members then argued over who 
had the floor. 

After more arguing, Wright said he would 
address his constituents on cable TV the 
next night, on Tuesday, March 21. 

On Tuesday, under non-agenda items at 
the end of the meeting, Clerk Wright read 
a statement to his “constituents.” He also 
said he wanted to apologize to the board for 
the previous day’s work/study session. 

He began by addressing his fellow 
board of trustees: “I would like to add 
how disappointed I am in a couple of my 
trustee fellow board members in which 
unfair comments were made in lack of my 
presence and most importantly without 
conversation with me. 

“Notonly were the comments unwarranted, 
but could be considered a defamation of 
character. I learned at a previous educational 
session that it’s the responsibility of the 
directors to educate the board and the 
board’s responsibility to educate the public 
of the business of the township. 

“Inregards to my request forreimbursement 
of a passport was simply because I paid to 
get the process started out of my pocket and 
felt that because I was acting in the duty 
of my position as Clerk that I was acting 
properly to be reimbursed. 

“Never did I think of the personal benefit 
it may have for future travel because I 
simply have no plans of traveling abroad 
other than this instance. The passport could 
have been asked to be turned in to HR after 
my trip, if it was thought it would be used

personally ...” 

Wright said board members quoted 
the attorney at the Michigan Township 
Association and, “... let it be known the 
MTA is only an advisory council. I have 
taken the time to get an opinion from our 
township attorney...” 

He had presented to fellow board members 
a short attorney opinion dated March 15 
from township attorney Patrick McCauley 
that said a registration fee, lodging and 
travel for attendance at useful public 
informational or educational workshops 
and seminars is a lawful expenditure. 

It also said there is no case law to cite 
on the passport question. McCauley said, 
“... the passport is your personal property 
which may be used for the next 10 years 
to potentially assist in your personal travel 

.. However, it is my further opinion that 
any claim or allegation that you in any way 
acted unlawfully is completely unwarranted 
and unsupported.” 

“Hopefully, this is the end of it,’ Wright 
said. 

But Trustee Miller said she would be 
reading a statement, as well, noting when 
she heard of the passport, she thought 
Wright was starting up a service for people 
to get passports, since they had talked about 
that before. 

She said Treasurer Budd said he needed a 
passport to travel abroad and she called the 
MTA and was told public dollars should not 
be spent for private ID. 

“I passed that on,” Miller said. “If you felt 
that was an attack, I’m sorry.” 

She said Trustee Frazier asked why 
Wright didn’t research this and Supervisor 
McNamara said, “Leon’s not here to answer. 
End of story. He said we could fine-tune the 
policy.” 

Miller said international travel is not 
addressed in the board policy, but the board 
does not allow out-of-state travel. She said 
the MTA said that the international travel 
should have come up for approval of the 
full board. 

Miller said later that the three full- 
time elected officials were out of their 
jurisdiction last year when they approved 
the international trip for May under a new 
board. 

“Bringing forth a stronger travel policy 

.. Tough conversations are unavoidable ... 
I do not feel I attacked him ... Leon has 
high integrity, I also have the right to ask 
questions,” she said, adding any appearance 
of secrecy is inappropriate and board 
members have been making decisions. “We 
need to keep the dialogue open...” 

Miller said it is noble that Clerk Wright 
is attempting to get accredited. She said she 
received accreditation from the Michigan 
Political Leadership program and went on a 
$12,000 scholarship she received. She said 
she spent $2,000 out of her own pocket 
for travel and never thought of asking the 
taxpayers to pay for that. 

Miller said she went over every frame in 
the recording of the March 7 meeting and 
she didn’t see the attacks Wright saw. 

She also said the MTA said you cannot 
prepay mileage. She explained you can 
create a per-diem rate and if it’s more the 
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receipts can be presented. 

Miller said she just got this attorney 
opinion Wright sought and she doesn’t 
agree with some of what McCauley said. 

Trustee White said he had a problem with 
three officials approving this travel five 
months in advance of the trip. He said the 
trustees have the responsibility of fiduciary 
decisions and the entire board should have 
voted on it. 

“I didn’t know anything about it until I 
saw the voucher list,” Trustee White said. 

White said he wrote a travel policy and, 
“I’m somewhat of a tightwad.” He said 
the township shouldn’t spend money on 
something that benefits officials personally. 
He said the public money is to protect 
the health, safety, and welfare of the 
community. 

“There’s nothing wrong with what we 
signed off on,” said Treasurer Budd. “We 
don’t encourage out-of-state travel ... Leon 
wanted to go to Montreal ... We didn’t sign 
off on anything else.” 

She said the current policy was passed 
when Paul White was supervisor and she 
has no problem with fine-tuning it. 

“Everything in the policy was followed to 
aT,” Wright said. 

At the March 6 meeting, Budd also said 
that her deputy treasurer Sean Bellingham 
signed off on the prepayment for the 
passport. 

Wright said the Association of Wayne 
County Clerks gave him $600 to go to 
Montreal. 

“I have nothing to hide,” Wright said. 
“Just ask me. Ask me!” 

Trustee Frazier said when she went through 
the voucher list and saw the passport, she 
thought it was inappropriate. She also 
questioned how many times Wright has 
been absent from the board meetings. 

“[’m not for board members to go to 
international travel ... I don’t think we 
should be paying for passports or travel ... 
Trustee Miller paid her own way,” Frazier 
said. 

Miller started to speak and Frazier said 
she wasn’t done. She said White had put 
together talking points for the board travel 
policy and international travel, missing 
board meetings, and other things. 

“Are you done?” Supervisor McNamara 
asked. “I thought you were done.” 

“Excuse me for breathing,” Frazier said. 
“Tt’s ridiculous. Clerk Wright got a township 
attorney opinion and that’s at least $600 
worth of work. 

“T’m all for everyone getting education 
and training, but you can’t expect township 
citizens to pay for everything for the 
treasurer, supervisor and clerk. 

“The new President will be cutting money 
to townships,” Frazier said. “It’s imperative 
to look after taxpayers’ money.” 

After more discussion, Miller said, “Maybe 
we need to create a code of conduct for the 
board.” 

“Clerk Wright could have just said, ‘I 
made a mistake’ and that would have ended 
it,’ Frazier said. 

When Frazier asked about Wright’s plane 
fare to Montreal, Budd said it hasn’t been 
on a voucher list for approval yet.

Planet Fitness received an OK to paint 
the former Farmer Jack building at 10900 
Belleville Road to match the adjacent 
Belleville Square shopping center. 

It also will be able to infill some of the 
existing windows to incorporate the pink, 
purple, and black colors of the Planet 
Fitness’ logo. 

At the regular meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission on March 
22, the commission voted unanimously to 
allow the applicant to modify the existing 
building. 

Planet Fitness opened in early 2017 in the 
building that was previously occupied by 
Farmer Jack and had been vacant for years. 
Part of the building is still available for a 
future tenant. 

Commission approval was conditioned 
on the applicant complying with the current 
zoning ordinance standards with regard to 
wall signage. 

Bryan Rief, representing Planet Fitness, 
said they would prepare a formal sign 
application for the façade, adding, “I’m 


wondering if we need a sign,” referring to 
the large number of people who flocked to 
their business when it opened. 

“No, we need a sign,” Rief said with a 
smile. 

“We want to make it look appropriate 
for the amount of money invested in it,” 
he said. 

Ron Akers, VBT director of planning 
and economic development, said Planet 
Fitness could apply for a variance since the 
proposed sign is larger than allowed. 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson pointed out they are approving 
a tenant to upgrade a building. She asked 
when they would start. 

Rief said they will start as soon as they 
get approval. “We’re on standby.” 

Townplace Suites hotel 
The commission also approved upgrades 
to the approved site plan for Townplace 
Suites hotel development at the corner of 
North I-94 Service Drive and Quirk Road. 

Remy Hanna of Townplace said a new 
person is in charge of development and he 
was not happy with the present plans. 

“Tt looks a lot nicer now,” Hanna said. 
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VBT Planners approve painting of building by Planet Fitness business 


“Things have changed.” 

After being asked how soon they would 
get started on construction, Hanna said they 
are waiting for DTE to cut off the gas at the 
standing property and were told that will 
take four to six weeks. He said it may take 
more because of DTE’s work following the 
wind storm. 

Akers said the upgraded site plan 
incorporates a substantially larger amount 
of brick on the south elevation, going from 
39% to 42%. 

It also has more brick on the east and 
west elevations, from 27% to 46%. 

In other action at the 37-minute meeting 
on March 22, the commission: 

e Approved temporary land use by TNT 
Fireworks for an outdoor fireworks tent 
sale from June 23 to July 5 in the Walmart 
parking lot, 10562 Belleville Road. The 
applicant was not present and Akers said 
that was because he was from the other 
side of the state and the date of his request 
was moved from the March 8 to the March 
22 meeting. Thompson said she was 
disappointed that the commission was not 
given a drawing of the interior of the tent, 


with ingress and egress, as it usually gets; 

e Approved temporary land use by USA

Rep. Bellino: End tax disadvantage for police and fire retirees 


State Rep. Joe Bellino, R-Monroe, has 
introduced legislation giving income 
tax relief to younger retired police and 
firefighters not covered by Social Security, 
bringing them more in line with other 
retirees. 

Rep. Bellino’s bill, House Bill 4396, 
affects Michigan public safety professionals 
who were born after 1952 and were retired 
before 2013. The bill would provide an 
increased tax deduction for retirement 
or pension benefits from government 
employment that was not covered by Social 
Security. 

Bellino’s bill would allow these retirees 
to claim the same sort of income tax 
deductions already allowed for retirees 
covered by Social Security. A similar 
fix for retirees born before 1953 and not 
covered by Social Security became part of 
Michigan law a few years ago. 

The difference in taxation has been an 
issue since Michigan adopted broad tax 


reforms in 2011. 

“We need to look out for the police and 
firefighters who spent so many years on the 
front lines keeping us safe in Michigan,” 
Bellino said. “We shouldn’t be penalizing 
them based on who their employer was or 
when they were born. Let’s bring some 
fairness to the system and help those who 
served the public so well keep more of 
their own money.” 

Some of Michigan’s public safety retirees 
had employers who opted out of paying 
into the Social Security system decades 
ago. Depending on when they were born, 
those retirees are paying higher taxes in 
retirement than those who have Social 
Security. 

Bellino’s bill would benefit retirees from 
public safety departments across the state, 
including hundreds of members of the 
Retired Detroit Police and Fire Fighters 
Association. 

“This is a fairness issue and a promise that 


was made to public safety officers several 
years ago,” said Don Taylor, president of 
the Retired Detroit Police and Fire Fighters 
Association. “We are extremely grateful to 
Rep. Bellino for introducing this legislation 
and his commitment to standing up for 
Michigan’s first responders.”
